are a *con" following an admission 
that its manifesto is not the “sum 
total" of its spending plans. 

The Prime Minister insisted that 
Labour's refusal to crack down on 
the bloated welfare bill also means 
it is inevitable they will put up 
taxes to fund spending plans. 

The Conservatives additionally 
warned that Sir Keirs energy 
policy will leave the UK with at 
least a £4.5billion budget black 
hole in lost tax revenues. 

He is committed to ending new 
licensing for oil and gas in the 
North Sea, which the Tories say 
will deter investment and risk up 
to 200,000 jobs - something 
Labour denies. 

The Prime Minister told the 
Express: "Labour has admitted 
their manifesto is nothing more 
than a con. 

“At this election, Keir Starmer is 
asking for you and your family to 
sign a blank cheque, and we all 
know what he wants to do with it: 
Put up your taxes so he can run riot 
with your money. 

“They won't admit it but the 
only way Labour can pay for their 
£38.5billion spending black hole is 
by hitting working families with a 
£2,094 tax bill. 

*Labour will tax your job, your 
car and your family home. 

"They will even drag pensioners 
into a retirement tax for the first 
time in history. You name it, Labour 
will tax it, because raising taxes is 
in their DNA. 

*We are the only party who will 
take the bold action needed to cut 
tax while Labour’s tax-trap mani- 
festo will cost families. So if you 
think Labour will win, start saving."

Under the "family home tax 
guarantee", the Tories have ruled 
out increasing the number of coun- 
cil tax bands or undertaking an 
expensive council tax revaluation 
as Labour is doing in Wales. 

But Shadow Health Secretary 
Wes Streeting refused to match the 
promise. Pressed on the BBC's 
Sunday With Laura Kuenssberg 
programme, he said: *We don't 
want to see the tax burden on 
working people increase. 

“None of those pledges in 
our manifesto requires increases 
in council tax or increases in fuel 
duty or any of the other number of 
taxes the Tories are claiming we 
want to increase.” 

Mr Streeting also dismissed anal- 
ysis by the independent health 
think tank Nuffield Trust that 
Labour would squeeze NHS 
spending. He insisted the assump- 
tion it was making was that the 
manifesto was the “grand sum 
total” of any future budgets and 
any future spending reviews. 

He said: “That is just wrong. That 
is not the way election campaigns 
work.” But Transport Secretary 
Mark Harper said Mr Streeting had 
“let the cat out the bag” that 
Labour would raise taxes. 

The Conservatives have put ben- 
efit reforms at the heart of their 
election campaign with forecasts 
showing the bill will soar by 
£20billion during five years. 

But Mr Sunak said Labour is rul- 
ing out making any cuts to the wel- 
fare bill, signalling the party would 
hike taxes to cover their £38billion 
spending commitments over the

next four years. The PM said: “The 
very clear difference in savings 
between us and the Labour party 
is, I think you can make savings 
from constraining the growth in the 
welfare bill, the Labour party do 
not think that you can save a penny 


in the welfare bill. PIP (Personal 
Independence Payment) alone is 
forecast to go up by 50% in the 
next few years, the welfare bill has 
already gone up by, I think, 
two-thirds.

Silver Voices has also 
been campaigning hard to 
arrest the trend towards 
online-only appointment 
systems, and we have 
made some progress. 

Under our pressure, 
NHS England has agreed 
a new GP contract 
which requires GP 
practices to give parity 
to three different ways 
of making appointments 
— telephone, online 
and walk-in. 

Unfortunately, some 
practices are still making 
it abundantly clear that 
they prefer online access 
only. We will keep pushing 
on this aspect. 

None of the political 
parties has so far 
convinced us that they 
have policies to improve 
face-to-face access to GPs. 

We will continue to 
argue for a legal right for 
all UK patients to have a 
timely face-to-face 
appointment with a GP. 


‘Stop fobbing us off,

WHOEVER wins the General 
Election must urgently fix the crisis 
in older people's access to NHS and 
social care services, a report warns. 

Vulnerable people seeking crucial 
support feel “fobbed off" with long 
ambulance waits, cancelled surger- 
ies, battles for GP appointments and 
plummeting confidence in the health 
system, the analysis found. 

One pensioner said: “All of this 
leaves me feeling that now I'm 76 
years old it's time I popped off and 
stopped bothering an over stressed, 
overworked, underpaid NHS." 

Two-thirds of older people worry 
the NHS is unable to cope with soar- 
ing demand, found a survey of 2,600 
over-50s commissioned by Age UK, 
which produced the report. 

Less than half (48%) were confi- 
dent any medical problem would be 
dealt with, and eight in 10 said the 
Government should be doing more 
to support the NHS and social care. 

One respondent said: “Everyone I 
know has exactly the same experi- 
ences and feeling of despair at the 
state of our dear old NHS now.”

DISTURBING online images of a 
patrol car being driven at a runaway 
calf has led to action being taken 
against the police driver. 

The vehicle was filmed twice ram- 
ming the terrified animal after she was 
reported loose on a residential road. 

The footage of the incident at 
Staines-upon-Thames in Surrey on 
Friday evening triggered fury when it 
went viral online. 

Deputy Chief Constable Nev Kemp 
said yesterday: “I appreciate the dis- 
tress our handling of this incident has 
caused and will ensure that it is thor 
oughly and diligently investigated.” 

He said referrals have been made to 
the force’s internal Professional 
Standards Department and the 
Independent Office for Police Conduct. 

DCC Kemp added: “The officer 
driving the police car has been 
removed from frontline duties pend- 
ing the outcome of investigations. 

“The cow is back with her owner and 
recuperating. She did sustain a large cut 
to one leg and cuts and grazes. She 
continues to be monitored by a vet." 

He went on to explain that before 
the incident “efforts were made to 
contact local vets without success and 
to identify the owner".

The partner of the farmer who 
owns the breeding heifer, called Beau 
Lucy and weighing around 440lbs, 
said the officer who rammed the ani- 
mal *should lose his job". 

She claimed the calf could still die 
of shock. The woman, named only as 
Kate, called the footage “horrific” and 
said: “It looked like they tried to kill 


it. I just thought it was disgusting." 
Kate insisted the calf “wasn’t that out 
of control, just spooked". 

She revealed Beau Lucy had been 
put out on well-fenced Staines Moor 
to graze but believes she may have 
escaped by swimming across a river. 

BBC presenter Chris Packham 
wrote: “It’s surely illegal. What sort of 
monster rams a calf? Twice?" 

Animal welfare campaigner Dominic 
Dyer said: “It’s one of the worst cases 
of animal cruelty I’ve ever seen.” 

The RSPCA described the footage as 
“distressing” and said the police action 
appeared “disproportionate”.

Election puts move plans on hold

THE average price of a home dipped 
by just £21 this month following a 
record high in May, reveal experts. 
Website Rightmove said the typical 
cost of a residential property in 
Britain coming fresh on the market in 
June is £375,110, slightly down com- 
pared with May's record of £375,131.

“However, some potential sellers 
appear to be watching and waiting 
rather than taking action, evidenced

38% of kids’

Israel’

ISRAEL announced a “tactical pause” 
in fighting in southern Gaza to allow 
vital aid supplies to reach civilians. 

The military said it is suspending 
operations during daytime hours 
along a key seven-mile route in the 
Rafah area to free up deliveries des- 
tined for desperate Palestinians 
enduring a humanitarian crisis. 

The move falls well short of a com- 
plete ceasefire sought by the interna- 
tional community, including Israel's 
main ally the United States. 

And Israel's commanders said fight- 
ing is not being halted in the rest of 
southern Gaza. Yet if the pause holds, 
it could help tens of thousands of 
Palestinians left homeless by the 
intense fighting. 


Travel 


Israel's military said the break will 
apply from 8am until 7pm every day 
until further notice. 

Aid trucks will be allowed to reach 
the nearby Israel-controlled Kerem 
Shalom crossing and travel safely to 
the Salah a-Din highway, a main 
north-south road. 

The crossing has become a major 
bottleneck since Israeli ground forces 
entered Rafah early last month. 

Cogat, the Israeli military body that 
oversees aid distribution, said the 
route will increase the flow of assis- 
tance to other parts of the territory. 

The suspension, which began as 
Muslims in Gaza and elsewhere 
began marking the Eid al-Adha holi- 
day, came after discussions with the 
United Nations and international aid

agencies. Scott Anderson, Gaza affairs 
director for the UN agency for 
Palestinians, hopes the move will

Israel and Hamas are still weighing 
up the latest proposal for a ceasefire, 
tabled by US President Joe Biden. 

Hamas has demanded changes that 
appear unacceptable to Israel. 

The Israeli authorities also revealed 
the names of 11 soldiers killed in 
recent attacks in Gaza, taking the 
number of its troops killed since its 
ground invasion began to 308. 

Officials in Gaza claim more than 
37,000 Palestinians have been killed 
in the nine months of war since 
Hamas killed 1,200 people during its 
October 7 attack on Israel. The terror 
ists also took 250 hostage. 

More than one million Palestinians 
fled Rafah following the invasion, 
crowding into other parts of southern 
and central Gaza. 

Most now take shelter in tented 
camps, using trenches as latrines, with 
open sewage in the streets. 

Cogat's Shimon Freedman blamed 
the UN for aid supplies stacking up 
on the Gaza side of Kerem Shalom. 

He said the agencies have “funda- 
mental logistical problems that they 
have not fixed” — particularly a lack 
of trucks. But the UN says fighting 
often makes travel to Kerem Shalom 
too dangerous. Aid trucks have also 
been looted by crowds. 

It was not clear whether Israeli 
armed forces would provide security 
to protect the trucks.

£1.5m bid 
to rescue 
wild farm

DAMS built by beavers 
reintroduced to a 
Scottish rainforest 15 
years ago may also help 
water voles to flourish, 
conservationists say. 

Water voles are one of 
the most threatened 
native animals, preyed 
on by mink.

Father applies for judicial review 
into daughter's sea br ai

THE father of a teenager who took 
her own life at a leading boarding 
school has applied for a judicial 
review into the decisions made by the 
coroner at her inquest. 

Caitlyn Scott-Lee, 16, was found 
dead at Wycombe Abbey School in 
Buckinghamshire on April 21 last year 
after “hyper-fixating” on her first ever 
“headmistress’s detention". 

The move has been put forward by 
the autistic teenager's dad Jonathan to 
the High Court of Justice against sen- 
ior coroner Crispin Butler on a num- 
ber of grounds, including his failure to 
investigate, and reporting restrictions 
imposed during the hearing. 

Mr Scott-Lee further argued that as 
it was an Article 2 inquest — which 
offers a bigger remit to look into an 
individual's death — that the coroner 
acted unlawfully by finding the school 
had no case to answer over the deten- 
tion. It comes after Sir Simon Baron-

Cohen, an expert on autism based at 
Cambridge University, was excluded 
from giving evidence and findings of a 
report he carried out were also left 
out of the proceedings. 

In the judicial review application, it 
quoted from Sir Simon’s report, which 
said: “If her GP or school had been 
well-informed of autistic people’s very 
high risk for suicide they should have 
triaged her as needing urgent support

for her mental health. I understand 
her GP triaged her as low risk because 
she did not disclose any self-harming 
behaviour, but her autism diagnosis 
should have trumped this in terms of 
indicators of high suicide risk. 

*[GPs, teachers and parents] should 
assume if a young person is autistic, 
this should be taken as a 'red flag' for 
suicide and not be shy to ask the 
young person if they have felt suicidal, 


or if there have been any past suicide 
attempts, especially ones that they are 
unaware of. An autistic person who 
seeks help for depression should be 
seen by a specialist within 24 hours." 
Figures reveal that up to 6676 of 
autistic adults have thought about 
taking their own life and around 35% 
have attempted suicide. 
The inquest heard from Wycombe 
Abbey’s headteacher Joanne Duncan. 
She said the school was not aware 
that Caitlyn had been suffering anxi- 
ety, nor was she on the list of girls 
with “serious mental health issues”. 
Ms Duncan added: “We are deeply 
saddened that we were unaware of the 
difficulties she was suffering with.” 
The hearing ended on May 1, with 
the coroner recording a conclusion of 
suicide and made findings that “there 
was no evidence that Caitlyn was 
going to do what she did” or that 
there was “anything that would have 
assisted the school in identifying what 
was tragically to happen on the 
evening of April 21”.

UKRAINE is summoning the spirit 


of Winston Churchill and the mira- 
cle of D-Day in its fight with 
Russia, a top aide has said. 

Kyiv has the commitment of G7 
nations “for as long as it takes” to 
win its battle against Moscow — 
backed by a £40billion loan. 

The financial support of Britain, 
Canada, France, Germany, Italy, 
Japan, and the US sends an “unmis- 
takable signal” to Vladimir Putin as 
the war rumbles into its third year. 

But as Russian forces make 
advances around Kharkiv, the sec- 
ond biggest city in Ukraine, and 
intensified attacks along the coun- 
try’s Eastern Front, war weary 
troops are finding inspiration from 
Britain’s wartime Prime Minister. 


Darkness 


Kyiv aide Anton Gerashchenko, 
former deputy minister at the 
Ukrainian Ministry of Internal 
Affairs and a trusted lieutenant of 
President Volodymyr Zelensky, told 
the Daily Express: “Although it 
is summer now and there’s 
lots of light around, Russia 
is trying to plunge 
Ukraine into darkness. 

“Just recently, Europe 
and the whole world 
commemorated and 
thanked the heroes of 
D-Day in Normandy. 

“Here in Ukraine, we 
believe the power of 
spirit and bravery will 
allow our allies to stand 
firmly against murders of the

yield to force; never yield to the 
apparently overwhelming might of 
the enemy’.” 

Putin has promised a ceasefire if 
Ukraine withdrew troops from 
occupied regions. But the offer was 
dismissed as there would be *no 
compromise on independence, sov- 

ereignty or territorial integrity". 

Estimates suggest more 
than 50,000 Russian sol- 
diers have been killed 
while Ukrainian losses 
total 31,000. Experts say 
40% of Putin's dead are 
those who were volun- 
teers, civilians or prison- 
ers sent on a “human 
wave" assault 
missions.

THE resilience of volunteer school 
cook Mihret Gebru shines through 
as she raises a family amid a severe 
humanitarian crisis in the drought- 
hit Ethiopian region of Tigray. 

Communities here were beginning 
to emerge from the shadows of a cat- 
astrophic two-year war in which 
fields of crops burned, oxen used for 
ploughing were slaughtered and 
machinery was looted or destroyed. 

But now drought has turned 
formerly lush landscapes into deso- 
late wastelands and farmers face ruin 
as their crops wither and die. 

Food prices have soared, meaning 
families are struggling to be afford to 
feed their children. 

Mother-of-six Mihret said: “Twelve 
relatives died because of the war. 
That was worse than the current 
drought, but we face so many eco- 
nomic challenges. We face a shortage 
of food. There was a blockade which 
led to huge starvation." 

Despite their best efforts to culti- 
vate crops, the drought has rendered 
their farmland dry and barren. 

Mihret sold all her animals, includ- 
ing chickens, to buy food for her 
family, but her money did not go far. 

She said: “One 1kg jug of wheat 
costs 85 bir [£1.15]. It is very expen- 
sive. Before the war it cost 30 bir 
[40p]. I began doing people’s hair to 
make money.” Mihret volunteers as a

cook at Ara Primary School, in the 
Hintalo District, where two of her 
children attend classes. 

She takes part in a school feeding 
programme provided by the UK 
charity Mary’s Meals, which gives a 
plate of fortified porridge to children 
at school every single day. 

It has been feeding children at Ara 
daily since March, but helped feed 
families during Covid too. Mihret 
said: “Mary’s Meals distributed food 
rations to children during the pan- 
demic so they could cook at home.” 


Decimated 


Ara Primary School was shelled 
during the war, in which up to 
600,000 people were killed and mil- 
lions displaced. 

The conflict which lasted from 
November 2020 to November 2022 
was primarily fought in Tigray 
between the Ethiopian federal gov- 
ernment and Eritrea on one side, and 
Tigrayan forces on the other. 

Mihret and her family were forced 
to flee to the neighbouring state of 
Afar. They hid in caves and trees as 
soldiers decimated their village. She 
said: “When I came back home, the 
war was continuing, but I felt safe.

We realised the value of peace." But 
now the future of an entire genera- 
tion is threatened by hunger. 

Pupils at Ara Primary School, 
including Mihret's 11-yearold in 
grade three and nine-yearold in 
grade one, are trying to cover three 
grades in one year to make up for 
time lost during Covid and the war. 

Mihret said: ^They missed educa- 
tion for more than three years after 
the school closed in March 2020 
because of Covid. It reopened in 
September 2023." 

Meanwhile, her 17-yearold, who 
is out of school, is seeking opportu- 
nities outside the community, while 
her 21-year-old daughter married at 
19 after dropping out of school. 

Mihret said: “We prefer for our 
children to get engaged so they can 
be reliant on someone else if they 
are over 18 years old. 

“If there was a good economic 
situation and a feeding pro- 
gramme here, we would 
have preferred she contin- 
ued with her education.” 

Now schools in the 
region are filled with the 
empty desks of children 
too weak to attend.

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ANS of Martin Scorsese films — mas- 
terpieces that include Taxi Driver, 
Raging Bull, Goodfellas, and Casino — 
might be surprised to learn that the 
New  Yorkers biggest influences 
include the British films of Michael 
Powell and Emeric Pressburger. 

Scorsese reveals their impact in a new 
documentary on their careers and work that 
he presents and narrates. 

Today the pair are not household name 
filmmakers — not quite Hitchcock, Spielberg, 
or even Scorsese himself — but they were true 
pioneers. Working together for the best part 
of 20 years — mostly through the 1940s and 
50s — Powell and Pressburger are lauded for 
crafting some of British cinema's finest, most 
sophisticated films — films with complex char 
acters, rich metaphor, and startling innova- 
tion. They broke the rules — from the techni- 
cal to conceptual — before the rules were 
properly made. 

Scorsese sums up part of their brilliance in 
Made In England: The Films of Powell and 
Pressburger, as “colour, light, movement and 
a sense of music". Their masterworks include 
The Life and Death of Colonel Blimp (1943), 
a military satire derided by Winston 
Churchill; A Matter of Life and Death (1946), 
a convention-bending, reality-cross- 
ing love story; and The Red 
Shoes (1948), a vivid, auda- 
cious ballet opus. 

Scorsese calls their films 
“profound”. 

Certainly, they had a 
profound effect on him. 

He describes how as 
an asthmatic child stuck 
indoors — when other 
kids were out playing — 
he was “bewitched” by 
endless repeats of their 
films on American TV. 

Later, Scorsese became 
good friends with Michael 
Powell, who moved to the 
United States and married the 
US directors longtime editor, 
Schoonmaker. 

For director David Hinton, Scorsese was 
the obvious choice to narrate the documen- 
tary. “I knew about the deep relationship he 
had with Michael,” he says. 

“And there's no one I'd rather listen to 
talking about cinema than Scorsese.” 

Made In England feels personal to 
Scorsese. “I think it was very personal for all 
of us,” continues Hinton. “I was very moved 
by how much time and energy Scorsese put 
into it. He’s a very busy man! For a lot of the 
time when we were making the documen-

tary, he had the small 
task of making Killers 
of the Flower Moon.” 

Powell grew up in the 
Kent countryside and 
began his career with a film 
company in the south of 
France, where he was apprentice 
to the Irish-born American 
silent film director, Rex Ingram. 

Powell returned to the UK and directed 
the First World War thriller, The Spy in Black 
(1939), on which he met Hungarian-born 
screenwriter Emeric Pressburger. 

They found absolute synchronicity. 

Pressburger had worked for the famous 
UFA studios in Berlin. Being of Jewish 
descent, he fled the Nazis and landed in 
Britain in 1935. He had to learn everything 
about British culture — including how to 
speak English. That the duo began making 
films at the start of the Second World War 
was significant. “For Powell and Pressburger,

this was the most important event of their 
professional lives, giving a striking new depth 
and a sense of purpose to their work.” says 
Scorsese in Made In England. 

It details how the British film industry 
mucked in with the war effort by making 
propaganda films. All films had to be 
approved by the Ministry of Information. 


OWELL and Pressburger were 

charged with making a film to 

encourage the Americans to join the 
war, so they made 49th Parallel (1941), 
about Nazi fugitives in Canada. But they still 
pushed boundaries. The film includes a sym- 
pathetic Nazi — a bold idea at a time. 

The film won Pressburger an Academy 
Award for best story. The pair subsequently 
formed a production company, The Archers, 
and found support from J Arthur Rank, boss

of the Rank Organisation - the British studio 
famous for its gong-clanging titles sequence. 

As Scorsese puts it, Powell and Pressburger 
became "experimental filmmakers working 
within the system". It wasn't just the films 
themselves that were pioneering, but the 
way the partnership worked. 

As The Archers, Powell and Pressburger 
took joint credit as writers, producers, and 
directors — unheard of at the time and still 
rare now. Powell generally handled the 
directing while Pressburger was the writer. 

But all decisions were made together. 

In 1943 they made perhaps their best- 
known film, The Life and Death of Colonel 
Blimp while at the *peak of their powers", 
according to Scorsese. It tells the life story of 
Major-General Clive Wynne-Candy, played 
by Archers' regular, Roger Livesey. 

Spanning 40 years - told with flashbacks — 
it follows Wynne-Candy from dynamic, hot- 
headed Boer War hero to a befuddled, wal- 
rus-faced officer in the Second World War

— now demoted to the Home Guard and at 
odds with the modern world. It's a satire on 
stuffy old Englishness. 

But - to borrow a phrase from the Dad's 
Army Home Guard - the British authorities 
did not like it up ‘em. Churchill opposed the 
film for the effect it might have on morale. 
He tried to have it banned and prevented its 
release overseas until 1945. 

“Churchill, such a wonderful leader,” 
Pressburger recalled. “But he just wasn’t a 
good film critic.” 

Scorsese calls Colonel Blimp their “first 
masterpiece". “It’s the film that says the most 
to me about growing up, growing old and — 
eventually — having to let go.” 

Adds Hinton: “It’s an unbelievable feat of 
structure. To fit in a whole life — in such a 
clever and witty way. For a long time that 
structure was ripped apart.” 

Indeed, the flashback structure was 
scrapped and the film languished unloved for 
years. Now restored, it’s rightly considered a

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great. Another film, A Matter of Life and 
Death, was made at the request of the 
Ministry of Information, which wanted to 
improve Anglo-American wartime relations. 

It still feels staggeringly inventive. What 
begins as tally-ho heroics soon bends the 
laws of our earthly plane and cinematic 
convention. David Niven plays Peter, a pilot 
who escapes certain death. 

A “conductor” — a sort-of angel — is sent to 
Earth to rectify the mistake and take Peter to 
Heaven - portrayed as a drab civil service 
sector where deaths on Earth are invoiced. 
But Peter has fallen for an American radio 
operator, played by Kim Hunter, and pleads 
to stay on Earth. His fate is decided at an 
otherworldly trial. 

Other classics include Black Narcissus 
(1947), about nuns trying to establish a con- 
vent in the Himalayas — a visually sumptuous 
film that’s positively quivering with forbid- 
den eroticism. The Red Shoes was their most 
experimental film yet. Based on a Hans 
Christian Andersen story, it tells the story of 
a ballerina, played by real ballerina Moira 
Shearer, and has a ballet within it. 

“The audacity of putting this ballet in the 
movie,” says Hinton. “You have a drama and 
then you stop the drama and present this 
ballet that lasts 15 minutes — then you go 
back to the story again. As a concept that was 
a radical idea.” 


CORSESE admits that seeing The 
Red Shoes as a child might be the 
origin of his obsession with cinema. 
Rank executives hated the film, but it was a 
soaring success. “For me, it’s the ultimate 
subversive commercial movie,” says 
Scorsese. “A film that has been gloriously 
vindicated by history.” 

Not everything was a hit. There were flops 
and misfires. They also struggled with a post- 
war move into US-backed pictures. 

The Tales of Hoffman (1951) saw the pair 
back to their subversive best — a 19th-cen- 
tury opera transformed into a surreal, visual 
feast. Scorsese says the film taught him eve- 
rything about “the relationship between 
camera and music" — a line that recalls multi- 
ple Scorsese scenes marrying the camera and 
music. See his montage of dead mobsters in 
Goodfellas to the tune of Layla. Indeed, 
Scorsese points out multiple Powell and 
Pressburger influences in his own work. 

The Red Shoes choreography, for instance, 
influenced the boxing scenes in Raging Bull. 
According to Scorsese, they also influenced 
the likes of Brian De Palma (Carrie, Scarface) 
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and Francis Ford Coppola (The Godfather, 
Apocalypse Now). Hinton took his docu- 
mentary title from a stamp at the end of The 
Tale of Hoffman: *Made In England". 

But there's a semi-irony to the idea of what 
English cinema should be. After all, 
Pressburger was Hungarian and made films 
in Germany. Powell trained in France with a 
US director. And they drew from European 
stories. “They came to British filmmaking 
with sensibilities that were forged outside 
England,” says Hinton. “They introduced 
elements from aboard that enriched it.” 

Cracks eventually appeared in the creative 
partnership — in part due to Powell’s need for 
creative independence from studios — and 
they stopped making regular films together 
by the late 1950s. 

Powell described the creative rift as “a sad 
gap which opened between two loving peo- 
ple”. Nevertheless, they remained friends. 

Powell was later vilified for directing 
Peeping Tom (1960), about a serial killer who 
makes home movies of his victims. Its lurid, 
sexual content and violence horrified critics. 

Watched today, Peeping Tom is quite 
obviously a masterpiece. As Hinton admits: 
“The world wasn’t ready.” 

Powell and Pressburger were forgotten as 
British New Wave took over 1960s cinema — 
creating social realism and kitchen sink clas- 
sics like A Taste of Honey and This Sporting 
Life. “That whole spirit and ethos was so far 
removed from what Powell and Pressburger 
were about,” says Hinton. “That generation 
thought of them as the old guard.” 

As detailed in Made In England, Scorsese 
met Powell in 1974. Then down on his luck, 
he couldn’t believe the US director wanted 
to discuss his films. 

They became friends and Powell moved to 
America where he worked for Coppola. 
“Here was a guy who hadn’t made a picture 
in 25-30 years,” says Scorsese, “but every 
day he was planning one.” 

In the 1980s, the films of Powell and 
Pressburger were rediscovered and re-appre- 
ciated. They received a BAFTA fellowship. 
Pressburger died in 1988 at 85. Powell died 
in 1990 aged 84. Hinton recalls Powell as 
“sparkly eyed” in his later years. 

“He could really see the fun in every- 
thing,” says Hinton. “It was incredibly frus- 
trating to have not made films for so long but 
that didn’t stop him relishing his existence.” 

He adds: “What’s lovely is that they lived 
to see their reputation revived. They thought 
they were forgotten.”

alk down any street and youll 
notice people glued to their 
phones. The average adult now 
checks their mobile every 12 
minutes, according to Ofcom research. 

But it's not just smartphones that have us 
hooked. Screens in general have taken over 
our lives and the latest stats show we spend 
around eight hours and 41 minutes a day 
staring at screens, or a day a week online. 

"Our screens are our constant companions 
at work and play, both when were with 
friends and when were alone; says Tanya 
Goodin who is the founder of digital 
wellbeing platform Time to Log Off. 

Numerous studies have shown a link 
between technology overuse and anxiety and 
depression, adds Tanya, also author of Off 
Your Digital Detox for a Better Life. 

"Then theres the well documented 'fear of 
missing out' - or FOMO - which is often 
connected to what we see on social media, 
triggering a sense that were going without’? 
she says. So why is it that so many ofus are 
dependent on our screens? 

Dr Mark Griffiths, distinguished professor 
of behavioural addiction, from the 
Psychology Department at Nottingham 
Trent University, says it’s not our devices 
were addicted to, but the applications 
running on them. 

“Each time you check texts, emails, tweets, 
social media and so on, you get a hit of 
dopamine, the feel-good hormone, which 
constantly keeps you in a dopamine loop, 
explains Dr Griffiths. 

“This is why it can be so hard to unplug’ 

Ifthat sounds familiar, help is at hand. Ina 
bid to help Brits take back control from their 
screens, Tanya launched UK Unplugging Day 
in 2016. This year, the nationwide digital 
detox day will run on Sunday, June 23. 

“UK Unplugging Day is a 24-hour break 
from the digital world, explains Tanya. “It 
aims to enable you to disconnect from your 
devices and reconnect with your loved ones 
in real life? 

Here she shares how we can all have a go 
at escaping our screens...

mear tests can be daunting, 
especially when it's your first 
one. And as crucial as they are, 
many women remain unclear 
on what actually happens during an 
appointment, and why we have them in 
the first place. So, as its Cervical 
Screening Awareness Week, I'm here to 
share my story. 

Every woman between the ages of 25 
and 64 is invited to have a smear test, 
and they can be life-saving, as I found 
out. I was invited for my first just before 
Iturned 25 and was nervous, but after 
some reassurance from my mum - and 
friends who had already had one - I 
booked myselfin. 

Smear tests, also known as cervical 
screening tests, are designed to check 
the health ofa womans cervix and also 
can help to find any abnormal changes 
before they turn into cancer. While most 
peoples results come back negative, 
some can test positive for these 
abnormalities and I was one of them. 

Its safe to say Iam now a huge 
advocate for smear tests, and I would 
advise any woman to get one as soon as 
they can, because mine saved my life 
andInow realise the true importance 
of having one. While it can be a bit 
embarrassing and uncomfortable, it's 
five minutes that can stop cancer in its 
tracks and save your life. 


Like many other women, I had no 
idea what HPV (human papillomavirus) 
was and thought the test was to check 
for cervical cancer. I was left with so 
many questions, not to mention the 
overwhelming emotions when I got a 
letter to say I had “abnormal cells" and 
had tested positive for “high risk” HPV. 

Thad to do a lot of googling and 
speaking to others who had gone 
through the same thing just to find 
what HPV actually was. 

Almost all cervical cancers are 
caused by HPV (99.7 per cent). 

I was extremely frustrated there was 
no proper guidance. All I was told was I 
needed a colposcopy and potentially 
some “treatment”, depending on the 
outcome of the procedure. 

High-risk HPV essentially 
means abnormal cells have 
been detected, which over 
time could turn cancerous if te E 
not treated.

told me they checked for HPV, but Ihad 
nothing to worry about. However, four 
days after my smear test, I got a phone 
call from the hospital. 

They told me my results had come 
back showing abnormal cells and I 
shouldn't worry, but I needed a 
colposcopy and possibly some treat- 
ment to eradicate the cells. They 
booked me in for the following Tuesday 
and told me I had also been sent a letter 
putting it in writing. I was impressed by 
how quickly it had all been put through, 
but nevertheless, I was petrified. 

I was now convinced I had cervical 
cancer thanks to Doctor Google and felt 
myself getting increasingly angry at the 
sheer lack of information out there. 

Only last month, leading charity Jos 
Cervical Cancer Trust went into 
administration, after providing support 
for two decades - a crushing blow when

more awareness is desperately needed. 
A colposcopy is a further examination 
ofthe cervix - a bit like a more in-depth 
smear test - where nurses are able to 
see if there are abnormalities in the 
cervix cells. Again, I had no clue what 
"treatment" meant in this context. The 
days running up to my appointment at 
the hospital felt painstakingly slow. At

this point, I was so 
overwhelmed, I still felt 
certain I had cancer andI 
was struggling. When the day 
finally came for my 
colposcopy, they could see 
abnormal cells and told meI 
needed a treatment called a large loop 
excision ofthe transformation zone 
(LLETZ). This is when I finally started 
to get some answers. 

The nurse was brilliant at reassuring 
me, and while I had no idea I was 
having surgery that day when I walked 
into the hospital, they did all they could 
to keep me calm. My mum was right by 
my side, and the nurse told me every- 
thing that was about to happen and 
that they were about to remove the part 
of the affected cervix. While it was alla 
blur, the only bit I registered was they 
were about to use a heated wire loop to

remove the abnormal cells. According 
to the NHS, mild abnormalities don't 
always need to be treated, but if needed, 
the aim is to remove the abnormal 
cervical cells while preserving as much 
normal tissue as possible. They 
estimate that less than one in 1,000 
women referred for colposcopy are 
found to have cervical cancer that 
requires immediate treatment. I was 
that one in 1,000. 


LLETZ removes a small part of the 
cervix and it can be used to treat 
cervical cell changes (abnormal cells) or 
early-stage cervical cancer, as well as to 
diagnose cervical cancer. It uses a thin 
wire loop with an electrical current to 
remove the affected area. 

Even though I was having surgery, I 
was an outpatient, but thankfully I had a 
lot of support and my own room. To say 
Iwasntin pain would be alie - I was 
given a local anaesthetic in my cervix 
which makes me cross my legs at the 
thought ofit - but it was over in under 
10 minutes. I was so glad my mum was 
ableto stay with me,I 
squeezed her hand tightly 
during the procedure. 

On the LLETZ treat- 
ment, the NHS states: 
"Removing abnormal 
cervical cells is usually 
successful (about a 90 per 
cent success rate). You 
should be invited for a 
follow-up cervical 
screening test to check that the 
treatment has been successful" 

And six months later, I had another 
smear test to check everything had 
gone smoothly. I was very nervous 
about the results, even though medics 
were almost certain the surgery had 
been successful. Luckily it was and I 
was so pleased to know I no longer had 
to worry. I now have to have a smear 
test every year, rather than every three 
years like most women, but I truly value 
the peace of mind this gives me. 

IfIhad put off having that very first 
smear test, I would be in a very different 
position today. 

IfI hadn't gone for my screening, 
those abnormal cells would have likely 
turned cancerous, resulting in a 
devastating cancer diagnosis. Each year 
3,200 women are diagnosed with 
cervical cancer and five-year survival 
currently stands at 67.4%. 

The NHS Cervical 
Screening Programme was 
introduced in 1988 and in its 
first 20 years, contributed to 
cervical cancer cases falling 
by a third. This is why smear 
tests are important - they're 
the best protection against 
developing cervical cancer. 
They can prevent an 
estimated 75 per cent of diagnoses. 

A more recent development in 
cervical cancer prevention is the HPV 
vaccination programme. The 
vaccination, offered to girls aged 11-17 
since 2008, protects against 70 per cent 
of cervical cancers. 

Dont be scared - go for your smear 
test. It could just save your life.

It is now compulsory for all cats to 

be microchipped, but does this apply 
to indoor cats that never go out? Our 
seven-year-old neutered male cat is 
always indoors and we question the need 
for him to be microchipped. 

New regulations to introduce 

compulsory microchipping for cats 
came into force last Monday. 

All cats must now be microchipped 
before 20 weeks of age, along with 
others not previously microchipped. 
The regulations apply whether a cat 
goes out or is always indoors, and 
non-compliance can result ina 
substantial fine. 

The charity Cats Protection 
estimates that 24 per cent of owned 
cats are not microchipped, with 
thousands of owners not sure whether 
it has been done. 

The cat rescue centres are flooded 
with cats that are either abandoned or 
have got lost. A microchip is the best 
way lost cats can be reunited with their 
owners. Similar regulations in 2015 for 
dogs resulted in over 90 per cent being 
microchipped, up from 75 per cent. It's a 
great benefit to rescue societies and for 
those many dogs that were subse- 
quently reunited with their owners. 

The procedure is no different from a 
routine injection, with a small chip 
injected under the skin. It contains all 
the cat’s details stored on a government- 
approved database. 

These details can be retrieved by vets 
or charities by using a scanner. It's 
important, and part ofthe regulations, 
to keep details up to date.

We have a nine-month-old poodle 

cross male neutered dog. He was a 
rescue and has settled in nicely. His only 
problem is dandruff along his back. We 
have tried some human anti-dandruff 
shampoos without success. Can you 
recommend a suitable shampoo? 

You also mention that there are so 

many recommended shampoos 
online for the problem that you dont 
know where to start. 

Although the internet is useful in 
some respects, it cannot make a 
diagnosis for a pet ailment. For that you 
need a vet. 

Dandruffin dogs is something that 
does require an accurate diagnosis 
because some ofthe causes can lead to 
skin problems in their owners. Human 
shampoos are not formulated for dogs 
and are unsuitable. 

An important cause of dandruffis the 
mite Cheyletiella. This is usually in 
young dogs or puppies, particularly 
those from a poor environment. 

Initially there is dandruff, which 
without specific treatment becomes 
very noticeable. Later, allergy to the 
mites develops causing the dog to 
continually scratch. 

Close contact between dog and owner 
allows the mites to transfer. Allergy to 
the bites often results in owners 
developing a rash. Once diagnosed, 
veterinary prescribed anti-parasitic 
treatment is highly effective. 

There are many other possible causes, 
for example other parasites, dietary 
deficiencies, allergies and yeast 
infections. 

Further investigation would be 
required and there are veterinary 
formulated shampoos your vet can 
prescribe.

“PM GOING out of my mind with 
worry" were the desperate words 
Crusader received in an email from a 
widow recently after her state pension 
payments suddenly ceased. 

Like millions of others, Ginny Martin 
relies on her pension for her main source 
of income and when it stopped with no 
warning, it was a huge shock. But worse 
was to come as she tried to find out what 
had happened and to get it reinstated. 

When matters go awry in general they 
can now take longer to fix in these post- 
pandemic times as businesses and public 
organisations cope with fewer resources. 

One of the trigger factors that can lead 
to problems is when consumers need to 
update their details, for example after a 
change of address. 

This was the case for Ginny, 72, who 
had moved home in July last year and 
duly notified the Pension Service. “They 
asked about my change of circumstances. 
Itold them that my address was the only 
one,” she said. 

*When I sold my house and bought a 
new one, I put the small £20,000 profit I 
made into a tax-free ISA. I’ve no other 
savings to fall back on and am reliant on 
my pension. Payments for this stopped 
in January.” 

After that Ginny says she called the 
number for change of circumstances, but 
never managed to get through. “I’ve 
written to the Pension Service three 
times — but so far no reply,” she added, 

As the months ticked by Ginny saw 
her debts increase. “My health is not 
good and finding a job at my age is

JACK DRAPER celebrated 
becoming the new British No.1 
by winning his first ATP Tour 
title and embarrassing bungling 
German sponsors to boot. 

The left-hander is now set to 
be seeded at Wimbledon for the 
first time. 

Draper fought back to beat 
Italy’s former Wimbledon finalist 
Matteo Berrettini 3-6 7-6 6-4 in 
the Boss Open final in Stuttgart. 

The luckless 22-year-old missed 
the grass season last year with a 
shoulder injury that saw him 
fall out of the top 100. He 
reached two Tour finals on his 
return but lost in the first round 
of the French Open last month. 

Draper though sealed the 
biggest win of his career 
yesterday with a 12th ace of the 
match. “It’s incredible to win

to me,” he said. “So many ups 
and downs, lots of tough 
moments, but it’s moments like 
these that you have to embrace. 

"Pve been working so hard 
behind the scenes and it’s a 
testament to my perseverance 
and the amazing people I have 
around me.

Italians get the job done after flashback to Euro 2020 final

FROM MARK JONES in Dortmund 
ITALY star Federico Chiesa 
says the shock of being on the 
end of Albania's fast start in 
Dortmund gave him flash- 
backs to facing England in the 
Euro 2020 final. 

Nedim Bajrami pounced on 
Federico Dimarcos awful throw-in 
and fired home the fastest goal in 
European Championship history 
after just 23 seconds to stun the 
holders in front of a raucous 
crowd dominated by Albania fans. 

The goal smashed the previous 
record for the quickest strike at 
the Euros, the 67 seconds it took 


for Russias Dmitri Kirichenko to 
score against eventual winners 
Greece in 2004, 

Italy are also responsible for 
conceding the sixth-fastest goal 
on that list, Luke Shaw’s strike at 
Wembley after just one minute 
and 56 seconds which put Eng- 
land in dreamland in the final 
three years ago. 

That joy wouldn't last for the 
Three Lions with Italy bouncing 
back to win on penalties. 

And man-of-the-match Chiesa 
(above) - who looked back to his 
best against Albania after a couple 
of years of injury troubles - admit- 
ted his mind drifted back to that 
night during that dreadful open- 
m even if he remained confident.
